Zimmern’s Story. 


In the  witness-box, Edward 
Zimmern, replying to questions by 
the Public Prosecutor, said ho was 
born In Hongkong, was 25 years of 
age, and without any permanent

Rending between the lines, it ts 
clear that the St. Lawrence water- 
way project negotiations between 
Cannda and the United States are 
not proceeding so smoothly as was 
hoped would be the case. Indeed, 
the Ottawa newspapers hint that 
the scheme is being held up pend- 
ing the , results of the Canadian 
protest against ‘America’s proposal 
to impose practically prohibitive 
tariffs against certain Canadian 
‘products, Whilit the. deepening 
of this great waterway should be 
of untold benofit-both —te - Ganada 
and the United States, the project 
hos been subjected to some 
criticism \in certain parts of 
Canada, where It has been suggest- 
ed that it will moan the exposing 
of Canada’s Hfeblood to intensified 
American trade, That view, how- 
ever, by no means represents the 
bulk of Canadian: opinion. It is, 
none the less, not surprising to 
learn’ that the scheme shguld be 
used as a menns of securing more 
favourable ‘trade ‘ consideration 
from tho United States. 

This St. Lawrence scheme has 
long boon on the tapis. A decade: 
ago tho engiticers of the two Gov- 
ornmonts made their report to the 
International Joint Commiasion, 
“that the physlenl conditions aye 
favourable for improvements for 
navigation which will be permanent 
and will have very Jow upkeep 
costs." In 1922, tho Amorican 
section of this samo commission ro- 
commended to Congress that “ tho 
Governments of the United States 
nnd Cannda entor into an arrango- 
ment by way of treaty for  schome 
of improvements of tho St, Law- 
renco River between Montreal and 
Ontario.” Two years Inter the 


mission was formed, with Mr. 
Hoover, than Secretary of Com- 
merce, nt the hend of tho, Amerl- 
can section, And after anothor. 
two years tho report of the joint 
board of engineers was published, 
and elaborate cost and engincering 
data were submitted to the two 
nations, The ‘hiatus that has oc- 


: curred since that time has been due 


in part, it would seem, to  seber 
thoughts In Canada over the con- 
siderable cost involved. The United 
Sthtes has twice sent notes expres- 
sing willlngness to: proceed ‘with 
the development. 

Another phase opened when Mr. 
Bennett visited Washington some 
time back and is understood to 
have discussed the seaway project 
tnformally with Mr. Hoover. Again, 
quite recently, Maj. Willlam  D. 
Nerridge, the Canadian Minister, 
was closeted wilh the President. 
Sponsors of the canal then hoped 
that final negotiations for drafting 
a construction treaty would soon be 
Kinstituted. " ‘The — opportunities 
offered by the seaway are obvious. 
There is now 2 bottle neck between 
Lake Ontarlo and Montreal which 
holds back the 100,000,000 to 150,- 
000,000 tons of freight annually 
borne on the Inkes' on the one sido 
from the trafilc of all the seven scas 
and the ports of the world on the 
other.
